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Receipt  of  this  booklet  renders  each  student 
responsible  for  its  entire  contents . 

Phillips  Academy  assumes  that  each  student  is 
a gentleman  and  desires  by  earnest  cooperation 
with  his  teachers  and  his  fellow  students  to  live 
up  to  the  best  traditions  of  the  Academy.  Her  rules 
are  few;  they  are  the  product  of  the  experience 
of  more  than  a century  and  a half;  and  they  are 
here  set  down  that  the  student  may  know  the  limits 
placed  on  his  freedom  of  action  and  guide  himself 
accordingly.  The  use  of  common  sense  by  the 
student  will  prevent  actions  which,  though  not 
specifically  forbidden,  are  harmful  to  him  and  to 
the  best  interests  of  the  Academy  and  therefore 
subject  to  penalty.  In  case  of  doubt  a boy  should 
always  consult  his  Counselor. 

These  regulations  apply  to  every  pupil  of  the 
school,  whether  a boarder  or  a day  student,  and 
are  obligatory  from  his  arrival  in  Andover  to  his 
departure  after  the  college  entrance  examinations 
in  June. 
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FUNDAMENTAL  PRINCIPLES 


1.  A student  guilty  of  conduct  unbecoming  a 
gentleman  anywhere  or  at  any  time  renders 
himself  liable  to  dismissal. 

2.  The  drinking  or  possession  of  alcoholic  liquors 
will  cause  dismissal. 

3.  A student  absent  from  bounds  without  per- 
mission renders  himself  liable  to  dismissal. 

4.  A student  guilty  of  dishonesty  in  an  examin- 
ation or  of  any  other  form  of  dishonesty  renders 
himself  liable  to  dismissal. 

5.  A record  of  eight  unexcusable  cuts  or  of  eight 
demerits  will  subject  the  student  to  severe  dis- 
cipline. 

6.  A student  already  under  discipline  will  by  added 
offense  subject  himself  to  more  severe  penalties. 


SPECIFIC  REGULATIONS 

1.  The  possession  or  renting  of  any  motor  vehicle 
within  bounds  is  forbidden. 

2.  The  possession  or  use  of  firearms,  explosives, 
and  other  dangerous  weapons  is  forbidden. 

3.  Smoking  is  forbidden  to  members  of  the  two 
lower  classes.  Smoking  in  bounds  is  permitted 
to  Seniors  and  Upper  Middlers  only: 
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a.  In  the  Commons  Lounge  outside  study  hours. 
Seniors  only  may  smoke  in  the  Commons 
Lounge  after  the  entertainments  on  Saturday 
night  until  eleven  o’clock. 

b.  In  the  Log  Cabin  outside  study  hours. 

c.  In  a Master’s  quarters  at  the  invitation  of 
the  host. 

d.  In  the  dining  room  and  lobby  of  the  Andover 
Inn  when  the  student  is  a guest  at  a meal. 

e.  In  society  houses  outside  study  hours.  Society 
members  may  smoke  on  the  grounds  of  their 
own  society  as  well  as  in  the  society  houses 
during  the  times  when  they  are  allowed  to 
smoke  elsewhere. 

To  Seniors  only: 

a.  In  Flagstaff  Court  and  on  the  terrace  before 
Foxcroft  and  Bartlet  outside  study  hours. 

F\or  the  purpose  of  the  smoking  rules  alone , day- 
time study  hours  shall  be  defined  as  extending 
from  8:00  a.m.  to  20  minutes  after  the  begin- 
ning of  lunch  on  week  days,  and  from  4:15  p.m. 
to  25  minutes  after  the  beginning  of  dinner  on 
Mondays,  Tuesdays,  Thursdays,  and  Fridays. 

4.  At  Assembly,  at  recitations,  in  the  Library,  and 
in  Commons,  the  student  is  required  to  wear 
coat,  necktie,  and  clean  trousers.  At  the  church 
services  on  Sunday  mornings  the  student  is  re- 
quired to  wear  a dark  suit,  dark  shoes  and  tie, 
and  a white  shirt. 
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HOUSE  REGULATIONS 


1.  Each  entry  of  a dormitory  constitutes  a separate 
unit. 

2.  During  study  hours  until  10:00  p.  m.  a student 
may  visit  another  room  in  his  dormitory  for  pur- 
poses of  study  provided  order  is  observed. 

Note  1.  The  Counselor  at  his  discretion  may 
annul  the  privilege  of  visiting  and  of 
being  visited.  (Room  Probation) 

Note  2.  .Study  hours: 

8:00  a.  m.  to  12:15  p.  m.  on  week  days. 
4:15  to  6:15  p.  m.  on  Mondays,  Tues- 
days, Thursdays,  and  Fridays. 

After  8 :00  p.  m.  every  evening. 

3.  During  study  hours  and  the  activities  period, 
when  not  meeting  stated  appointments,  students 
must  be  in  their  own  rooms  or  the  library.  But 
students  may  pass  from  room  to  room  within 
their  houses  while  thus  engaged,  insofar  as  such 
visits  contribute  to  school  work,  and  are  con- 
ducted in  an  orderly  manner. 

4.  The  use  of  musical  instruments  is  forbidden 
during  study  hours. 

5.  Pianos,  radios,  wind  or  band  instruments,  and 
electrical  apparatus  not  approved  by  the  school 
are  barred. 

6.  Pets  are  forbidden. 
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7.  No  visitor  may  spend  the  night  in  a dormitory 
without  the  consent  of  both  the  Headmaster  and 
the  Counselor.  No  girl  may  call  on  a student 
in  his  room  without  the  express  permission  of 
his  Counselor. 

8.  An  instructor  has  at  all  times  the  right  of  imme- 
diate entrance  to  a student’s  room. 

9.  Ball  playing,  snow-balling,  golf,  and  games  in 
general  must  be  carried  on  at  a safe  distance 
from  the  school  buildings.  Injury  to  school 
property  should  be  reported  to  the  Comptroller. 

10.  On  Sundays,  casual  or  informal  athletic  sports 
or  exercises  are  permitted  on  the  school  grounds 
not  adjacent  to  Main  Street. 


AUTOMOBILES  AND  BICYCLES 

1.  While  within  the  school  bounds  no  boy  may  ride 
in  any  motor  vehicle  without  the  express  per- 
mission of  the  Excusing  Officer  except  under  the 
following  conditions: 

a.  While  he  is  a guest  of  a member  of  the 
Faculty. 

b.  While  he  is  with  his  parents. 

c.  When  he  is  riding  in  a licensed  taxicab 
directly  between  the  school  and  the  railroad 
station. 
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d.  Day  students  who  have  permission  to  drive  to 
the  school  must  park  their  cars  in  the  proper 
space  behind  George  Washington  Hall.  They 
may  not  drive  their  cars  about  the  campus 
and  they  may  not  give  rides  to  members  of 
the  school  who  are  not  authorized  to  travel 
with  them. 

2.  Boys  may  not  ride  on  the  running  boards  of  any 
car. 

3.  Boys  may  not  garage  cars  in  or  near  Andover. 

4.  No  boy  may  ride  a bicycle  on  or  about  the  cam- 
pus without  the  express  permission  of  the  Reg- 
istrar’s Office.  Boys  who  receive  permits  must 
license  their  bicycles.  Normally  this  permission 
will  be  given  only  to  day  students.  They  are 
forbidden  to  ride  bicycles  on  or  across  Main 
Street,  or  on  the  paths  or  sidewalks  of  Phillips 
Academy  or  of  the  town. 


EXCUSES 

An  excuse  is  a privilege,  not  a right,  and  may  be 
granted  or  withheld  at  the  discretion  of  the  Coun- 
selor or  the  Excusing  Officer. 

1.  All  excuses  must  be  obtained  in  advance . 

2.  Excuses  to  go  down  town  during  day  study 
hours  or  to  visit  in  other  dormitories  during 
evening  study  hours  must  be  obtained  from  the 
student’s  Counselor. 


3.  Excuses  for  canvassing  must  be  obtained  from 
the  Registrar’s  Office  during  regular  office 
hours. 

4.  Out  of  town  excuses  and  all  special  excuses 
must  be  obtained  from  the  Excusing  Officer  in 
his  office  during  regular  office  hours. 

5.  No  excuses  will  be  granted  on  Sunday  night 
except  for  the  Library. 

6.  All  evening  excuses  expire  at  ten  o’clock,  ex- 
cept that  a student  calling  on  a member  of  the 
Faculty  on  Saturday  night  may  have  his  excuse 
extended  by  his  host  to  eleven  o’clock. 

7.  Each  term  students  with  satisfactory  scholastic 
records  may  take: 

(a)  2 overnight  excuses,  or 

(b)  1 overnight  excuse  and  2 day  excuses,  or 

(c)  3 day  excuses. 

Seniors  with  good  scholastic  records  may  be 
granted,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Excusing  Of- 
ficer, one  extra  overnight  excuse  each  term. 

8.  On  an  overnight  excuse  a boy  may  leave  after 
his  last  regularly  scheduled  class  Saturday 
morning  and  must  report  in  person  to  the  Ex- 
cusing Officer  before  8 P.  M.  Sunday. 

9.  Overnight  excuses  may  be  taken  for  the  follow- 
ing purposes: 

(a)  to  go  home,  or 

(b)  to  visit  with  parents  at  some  place  other 
than  at  their  own  home,  or 
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(c)  to  visit  friends  or  relatives. 

Written  permission  from  home  and  a written 
invitation  from  the  host  or  hostess  are  required 
when  a boy  wishes  to  spend  an  overnight  ex- 
cuse at  any  place  other  than  his  own  home. 

10.  Day  excuses  are  granted  usually  on  Saturdays 
and  extend  from  12:15  P.  M.  to  8 P.  M. 

11.  All  letters  concerning  out  of  town  and  special 
excuses  should  be  sent  directly  to  the  Excusing 
Officer. 

12.  All  students  are  responsible  for  the  detailed 
excuse  rules  given  each  student  shortly  after 
the  opening  of  the  school  year,  and  for  all 
rules  posted  on  the  bulletin  board  in  the  course 
of  the  school  year. 


ABSENCES 

1.  A “cut”  is  incurred  for  every  absence  from  a 
required  school  appointment. 

2.  Absence  from  the  dormitory  during  evening 
study  hours  may  subject  the  student  to  added 
“cuts”;  absence  between  10:00  p.  m.  and  5:00 
a.  m.  renders  the  student  liable  to  dismissal. 

Note:  Three  “cuts”  are  canceled  at  the  end 
of  the  Fall  term  and  of  the  Winter  term.  A 
student  returns  at  the  opening  of  the  school 
in  September  free  of  “cuts.” 
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DEMERITS 

1.  Demerits  are  given: 

a.  For  inattention  or  disorder  in  classroom. 

b.  For  disorder  in  school  buildings. 

c.  For  special  offenses  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Faculty  or  Headmaster. 

2.  No  demerits  are  canceled  from  a student’s  record 
during  the  year.  Except  by  vote  of  the  Faculty 
demerits  are  not  carried  over  into  a new  school 
year. 

3.  A record  of  eight  demerits  renders  the  student 
liable  to  dismissal. 

NO-EXCUSE  AND  PROBATION 

Note:  Except  for  authorized  entertainments  in 
George  Washington  Hall  and  for  special  occasions 
announced  by  the  Headmaster,  no  excuses  are 
granted  to  a boy  on  the  No  Excuse  or  Probation 
List. 

1.  If  at  a regular  scholarship  rating  a student 
passes  fewer  than  twelve  hours  of  his  scheduled 
work,  he  is  automatically  placed  on  the  No- 
Excuse  List. 

2.  At  a regular  scholarship  rating,  at  the  discre- 
tion of  the  Faculty,  a student  may  be  placed  on 
the  No-Excuse  List  for  fewer  hours  of  failure, 
or  for  unsatisfactory  work  or  attitude. 

3.  At  a regular  scholarship  rating  a student  whose 
scholastic  work  is  unsatisfactory  but  whose  effort 
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and  attitude  are  good  may  be  warned  by  the 
Headmaster  that  he  may  be  required  to  with- 
draw unless  his  work  improves. 

4.  At  a regular  scholarship  rating  a student  may 
be  placed  on  Probation,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Faculty,  in  order  to  advise  him  that  he  may  be 
dismissed  from  school  at  the  next  regular  schol- 
arship rating,  unless  his  scholastic  effort  and 
attitude  are  improving. 

5.  Probation  for  misconduct  may  be  imposed  at 
any  time. 

6.  A student  on  No-Excuse  or  Probation  may  be 
released  only  at  a regular  scholarship  rating. 

RATINGS  AND  EXAMINATIONS 

1.  Regular  scholarship  ratings  are  taken  at  the 
middle  as  well  as  at  the  end  of  the  Fall,  Winter, 
and  Spring  terms. 

2.  The  last  four  days  of  the  Fall  and  Winter  terms 
are  set  apart  for  written  examinations.  All  reci- 
tations, athletics,  and  extra-curricular  activities 
cease  during  these  periods.  All  the  customary 
regulations,  however,  remain  in  force. 

3.  Reports  are  mailed  to  the  parents  or  guardian 
of  students  immediately  following  the  mid-term 
ratings,  and  a full  scholarship  report  is  sent  at 
the  close  of  every  term. 

4.  All  marks  for  incomplete  work  (whether  pass- 
ing or  not)  are  bracketed. 

5.  Faithfulness  and  effort  are  indicated  by  letters 
(appended  to  term  marks)  as  follows: 
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A — Superlative  effort,  exceeding  what  can 
reasonably  be  expected. 

B — An  effort  as  satisfactory  as  can  reasonably 
be  expected. 

C — A mediocre  and  unsatisfactory  effort. 

D — A thoroughly  unsatisfactory  effort. 

Changes  in  effort  are  shown  by  one  letter  follow- 
ing another;  i.e.,  C-B,  B-A  indicate  improve- 
ment and  B-C,  C-D  a falling  off. 


DROPPED  COURSES 

A student  shall  drop  no  course  except  by  vote  of 
the  Dean’s  Committee. 

HONOR  ROLL 

Any  student  with  a grade  of  at  least  90%  in  half 
the  number  of  his  hours  and  no  grade  lower  than 
80%  is  placed  on  the  First  Honor  Roll.  Any 
student  with  an  average  of  85%  in  all  his  subjects 
and  no  grade  lower  than  70%  is  placed  on  the 
Second  Honor  Roll.  Three  extra  days  at  the  end 
of  the  Winter  and  Spring  vacations  are  granted  to 
boys  who  are  on  the  First  Honor  Roll;  two  extra 
days  are  similarly  granted  to  boys  who  are  on  the 
Second  Honor  Roll.  In  the  case  of  boys  on  the 
Honor  Roll  at  the  end  of  the  year  and  returning  to 
school  in  September,  extra  time  is  granted  not  in 
September  but  following  the  period  of  the  Thanks- 
giving recess.  Honor  Roll  and  Credit  List  boys 
are  given  preference  in  the  choice  of  rooms  for  the 
succeeding  year. 
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SATURDAY  EVENING 
ENTERTAINMENTS 

1.  Students  are  admitted  to  the  entertainments  in 
George  Washington  Hall  on  Saturday  evenings 
by  a special  ticket.  This  ticket  bears  the  student’s 
name  and  is  issued  by  his  Counselor. 

2.  The  floor  of  George  Washington  Hall  is  reserved 
for  the  students.  The  gallery  is  reserved  for 
students  with  guests  and  for  those  connected 
with  the  school  administration. 

3.  Students  are  not  allowed  to  attend  the  moving 
pictures  in  the  town. 

ELIGIBILITY 

The  eligibility  rule  as  stated  below  shall  apply 
to  all  students  (including  the  managers)  represent- 
ing the  school  in  any  of  the  following  organizations, 
each  of  which  shall,  for  the  purpose  of  this  rule, 
be  known  as  a major  organization:  all  organiza- 
tions comprising  the  Athletic  Association;  the 
Boards  of  The  Phillipian , The  Mirror,  and  The 
Pot  Pourri;  the  Musical  Clubs,  the  Dramatic  Club, 
and  the  Promenade  Committees. 

1.  The  names  of  all  candidates  for  managerships, 
editorial  positions,  dramatic  casts,  and  prom- 
enade committees  must  be  submitted  by  the 
committees  in  charge  to  the  Faculty  for  ap- 
proval. 

2.  No  student  placed  on  probation  for  any  reason 
whatsoever  shall  represent  the  school  in  any 
major  organization  during  the  period  of  pro- 
bation.

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A LETTER  FROM  THE  HEADMASTER 

Phillips  Academy  opens  its  one  hundred  and 
sixty-fourth  year  in  trying  times  when  all  the  in- 
dustrial and  spiritual  resources  of  the  United  States 
are  being  mobilized  for  national  defense.  This, 
however,  is  no  new  experience  for  the  school.  It 
was  founded  in  the  dark  days  of  the  American 
Revolution.  At  various  critical  periods  in  our  his- 
tory, it  has  contributed  to  preparation  for  war  and 
the  patriotic  record  of  its  former  students  is  impres- 
sive and  inspiring. 

This  is  a year  during  which  much  will  rightly 
be  expected  from  all  of  us,  young  as  well  as  old. 
We  shall  all  have  to  work  a little  harder,  be  less 
careless  and  wasteful,  and  make  sacrifices  to  which 
we  have  been  unaccustomed.  The  good  old  virtues 
of  obedience,  loyalty,  self-reliance,  and  cooperation 
are  coming  to  have  a deeper  meaning  as  we  con- 
front serious  responsibility.  You  are  below  the 
age  when  active  military  service  may  be  required 
of  you,  but  you  can  still  show  the  manly  qualities 
which  in  peace  or  in  war  distinguish  the  “good 
soldier.” 

All  phases  of  the  current  emergency  will  natur- 
ally be  reflected  in  a school  which,  like  Phillips 
Academy,  is  representative  of  the  entire  nation,  not 
merely  of  one  geographical  section  or  social  class. 
Our  school  program,  as  you  will  learn,  has  already 
been  somewhat  modified  to  meet  changed  con- 
ditions; and  we  shall  have  to  be  on  the  alert  for 
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future  developments.  You,  as  undergraduates,  will 
continue  the  important  business  of  getting  your- 
selves ready  for  college  and  for  life,  and  the  Faculty 
will  devote  themselves  to  helping  you.  But  always 
in  the  background  of  our  thoughts  will  be  the  un- 
usual aspect  of  this  era  and  the  problems  which 
social  changes  have  created.  We  cannot  avoid  con- 
sidering the  part  which  each  of  us  can  play  in  pre- 
serving what  is  good  in  the  American  way  of  living. 

Speaking  for  the  Trustees  and  the  Faculty,  as 
well  as  for  myself,  I welcome  you  to  Andover  Hill, 
knowing  that  you  will  not  fail  to  respond  to  its 
great  tradition  and  that  you  will  justify  our  faith.

CLASS  OFFICERS 


The  program  of  studies  of  each  boy  is  in  charge 
of  a member  of  the  faculty  known  as  his  Class 
Officer.  Normally  a boy  will  have  the  same  class 
officer  throughout  his  membership  in  the  school. 
Changes  in  program  can  be  made  only  in  consulta- 
tion with  him.

THE  CUM  LAUDE  SOCIETY 

Corresponding  to  the  Phi  Beta  Kappa  Society  in 
colleges  is  the  preparatory  school  organization 
known  as  the  Cum  Laude  Society.  Its  aim  is  to  be- 
stow recognition  of  high  scholarship  throughout  the 
secondary  schools  of  the  country.  The  Society  was 
founded  at  the  Tome  School  in  1904,  and  has 
gradually  been  enlarged  until  now  many  of  the 
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large  preparatory  schools  have  their  own  chapters. 
In  Andover  a student  may  be  elected  after  satis- 
fying one  of  two  sets  of  conditions.  A student 
who  at  the  end  of  the  Spring  term  of  his  Senior  year 
has  a general  average  of  85%  covering  the  year’s 
work  is  elected  to  the  Society.  Also  at  the  end  of 
the  Fall  term  of  a student’s  Senior  year  he  is  elected 
to  this  Society  if  he  has  maintained  this  standard 
through  his  entire  Upper  Middle  year  and  through 
the  Fall  term  of  his  Senior  year.  Formal  initiation 
takes  place  at  the  Commencement  Exercises. 

PRIZES 

Privileges  are  granted  for  being  on  the  Honor 
Roll  and  the  Credit  List,  and  prizes  are  awarded 
for  proficiency  in  individual  subjects.  Trophies 
and  scholarships  are  presented  on  a variety  of 
bases  for  such  accomplishments  as  improvement, 
versatility,  attendance,  and  character. 

It  is  advisable  to  look  up  at  once  a detailed  de- 
scription of  the  awards  contained  in  the  Academy 
Catalogue,  and  to  keep  them  constantly  in  mind. 

Special  attention  is  called  to  the  Faculty  Prize, 
the  Hopkins  Prize,  the  Sullivan  Improvement 
Prizes,  the  Fuller  and  Otis  Prizes,  the  Yale  Cup, 
and  the  Headmaster’s  Prize. 

ACADEMY  CHAPEL 

The  Church  of  Christ  in  Phillips  Academy  is  un- 
denominational, having  among  its  number  those 
students  and  faculty  members  who  wish  to  join. 
This  Church  is  founded  on  the  principle  that  all 
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those  who  find  inspiration  and  help  in  the  life  and 
teachings  of  Jesus  Christ  are  eligible  for  member- 
ship. 

All  students  in  Phillips  Academy  must  attend 
the  Sunday  morning  service,  but  attendance  is  vol- 
untary at  the  vesper  services  and  all  other  meetings 
of  the  church. 

There  are  twelve  church  officers:  a clerk,  a treas- 
urer, four  faculty  deacons  and  six  student  deacons. 
Communion  services  are  held  at  various  times  dur- 
ing the  year  and  at  these  times  new  members  may 
be  received  into  the  church.  The  Reverend  A. 
Graham  Baldwin  is  school  minister. 


THE  LIBRARY 

The  Oliver  Wendell  Holmes  Library,  built  in 
1929,  contains  about  53,000  volumes  and  currently 
receives  over  100  periodicals. 

No  card  is  required.  The  use  of  the  Library  is 
free  to  all  students  at  the  Academy.  Many  of  the 
books  circulate,  but  some  are  restricted  to  use  in 
the  Library  building.  In  general,  all  books  in  the 
Freeman  Room  (right  as  you  enter)  and  all  books 
in  the  Garver  Room  (left  as  you  enter)  are  to 
be  used  only  in  the  building. 

The  stacks,  or  shelves,  in  the  rear  of  the  Main 
Desk  are  open  to  the  students,  and  most  of  these 
books  may  be  taken  from  the  building  after  the 
cards  in  the  back  of  the  book  have  been  properly 
signed. 
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In  using  the  Library  after  8 p.m.,  all  students  are 
required  to  see  that  their  names  are  recorded  to- 
gether with  the  time  they  enter  and  leave  the 
building. 

A few  lockers  in  the  basement  of  the  Library  will 
be  allotted  in  order  of  application,  preference  be- 
ing given  to  day  students.  A deposit  of  $1.00  is 
required,  fifty  cents  of  which  will  be  refunded  when 
the  locker  key  is  returned  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
Application  for  the  use  of  one  of  these  lockers 
should  be  made  at  the  Main  Desk  in  the  Library. 

BOOKS  ABOUT  ANDOVER 

In  order  to  understand  Andover  life  and  tra- 
dition as  fully  as  possible,  a student  should  read  the 
various  books  and  pamphlets  which  have  been  writ- 
ten about  the  Academy.  Prominent  among  these 
are:  An  Old  New  England  School , Men  of  Andover , 
both  by  Dr.  Claude  M.  Fuess,  and  a pamphlet  en- 
titled On  Andover  Hill , prepared  by  members  of 
the  Academy  Faculty.  Attention  is  also  called  to 
The  Phillips  Bulletin , a quarterly  magazine  which 
presents  to  the  alumni  and  friends  of  the  school  a 
record  and  an  interpretation  of  Andover  life.  The 
book  Views  of  Phillips  Academy , Andover  is  a 
volume  containing  pictures  of  the  various  school 
buildings  and  various  other  campus  scenes. 

Chapters  on  Andover  may  be  found  in  other 
volumes,  which  can  be  had  on  inquiry  from  one 
of  the  librarians. 
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LOAN  LIBRARY 

For  the  benefit  of  scholarship  boys  the  school 
maintains  a Loan  Library  in  the  basement  of  George 
Washington  Hall.  This  consists  of  a collection  of 
text  books  which  may  be  used  by  boys  on  the  schol- 
arship lists.  The  books  may  be  kept  for  the  duration 
of  the  course,  and  it  is  expected  that  they  will  be 
returned  in  good  condition.  Mutilated  books  or 
unreturned  books  must  be  paid  for  by  the  boy 
borrowing  them.  In  each  case  the  boy  must  return 
the  identical  book  which  he  borrows  (each  book  is 
numbered  and  a record  kept) ; otherwise  he  will  be 
charged  the  same  as  if  the  book  had  been  lost. 

Boys  who  are  on  the  scholarship  lists  and  who, 
therefore,  are  allowed  to  use  the  Loan  Library 
should  obtain  permits  from  the  Registrar’s  Office 
as  soon  as  they  arrive  at  school. 

LOST  AND  FOUND 

The  Loan  Library  maintains  a Lost  and  Found 
department  where  all  students  may  obtain  books 
and  articles  of  clothing  that  have  been  picked  up 
in  school  buildings. 

THE  INFIRMARY 

The  Isham  Infirmary  provides  all  the  necessary 
facilities  and  the  most  modern  equipment  in  every 
field.  There  is  always  a competent  staff  on  hand  in 
case  of  any  emergency,  and  the  capacity  of  the 
building  is  large  enough  to  accommodate  any  un- 
expected epidemic.  Every  student  is  subjected  to  a 
thorough  examination  during  the  first  week  of 
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school,  and  a detailed  record  is  kept  concerning 
his  health. 

Either  Dr.  Gallagher  or  Dr.  Kaufmann  may  be 
found  in  the  last  row  of  chapel  after  assembly  on 
weekdays. 


THE  ART  GALLERY 

The  Addison  Gallery  of  American  Art  was  estab- 
lished in  1930  in  order  that  the  students  of  Phillips 
Academy  might  become  acquainted  with  the  objects 
of  art  and  craftsmanship  of  their  own  country.  The 
gallery  has  a high  rank  among  the  smaller  museums 
in  the  country,  with  a well-equipped  building  pro- 
viding space  for  extensive  loan  exhibitions  in 
addition  to  the  permanent  collections.  These  loan 
exhibitions  vary  widely  in  subject  and  period,  and 
include  foreign  as  well  as  native  art. 

In  the  basement,  a studio  provides  facilities  for 
courses  in  drawing  and  painting.  Students  who  are 
not  enrolled  in  regular  courses  are,  nevertheless, 
welcome  at  any  time,  either  to  try  their  hand  or 
merely  to  look  around. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  the  Addison  Gallery  to  serve 
as  a ptace  where  students  may  develop  their  hobbies 
and  cultural  interests.  The  gallery  is  open  the  year 
round  and  free  to  the  general  public,  as  well  as  to 
the  student  body.  Members  of  the  staff  are  in  at- 
tendance to  give  any  information  or  assistance 
which  may  be  desired.  The  regular  hours  during 
the  school  year  are:  daily,  including  Saturday, 
9:00  a.m.  to  5:00  p.m.;  Sunday,  12:00  to  1:00  p.m. 
and  2:30  to  5:00  p.m. 
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COMMONS  ROOMS 

A large  room  in  the  basement  of  the  Commons 
has  been  furnished  as  a Lounge  Room  for  Seniors 
and  Upper  Middlers  only.  This  room  will  be  open 
except  during  periods  assigned  to  study  and  recita- 
tion. Coffee  is  served  after  dinner  every  night 
except  Sunday. 

The  second  floor  of  Peabody  House  has  also 
been  refurnished  and  is  set  aside  as  a Commons 
Room  for  the  Lower  Middle  Class.  Smoking  is  not 
allowed  in  this  room,  but  various  forms  of  recrea- 
tion, such  as  pool,  ping  pong,  chess,  and  checkers, 
are  provided  for. 

Commons  Rooms  for  the  Junior  Class  are  avail- 
able in  both  Williams  Hall  and  Rockwell  House. 

THE  LOG  CABIN 

The  Log  Cabin,  built  in  1931,  is  intended  pri- 
marily for  the  use  of  the  students.  It  is  situated  in 
the  southeast  corner  of  the  Sanctuary.  Light  re- 
freshments may  be  obtained,  and  smoking  is  al- 
lowed for  Seniors  and  Upper  Middlers  inside  the 
cabin  itself.  It  is  open  from  2:00  to  7:30  p.m. 
every  day. 


TREASURER’S  OFFICE 

The  Treasurer’s  Office  maintains  facilities  for  the 
safekeeping  of  money.  An  envelope  accessible 
only  to  the  owner  is  provided  for  each  boy.  A 
record  is  made  whenever  a deposit  or  withdrawal 
occurs.  Boys  should  not  keep  money  in  their 
rooms.

BUREAU  OF  SELF  HELP 


The  Bureau  of  Self  Help,  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Registrar’s  Office,  which  acts  for  the  Schol- 
arship Committee,  is  organized  to  provide  oppor- 
tunity for  certain  boys  to  earn  part  of  their  tuition 
and,  at  the  same  time,  to  enable  the  boys  of  the 
school  to  obtain  the  services  of  various  business 
organizations  with  minimum  difficulty.  It  is  oper- 
ated on  business  principles  with  emphasis  placed 
on  accuracy  and  giving  satisfaction. 

No  boy  may  act  as  an  agent  for  any  concern  or 
individual  without  the  express  permission  of  the 
Bureau.  Those  who  undertake  a concession  must 
make  a satisfactory,  complete  accounting  of  their 
business  dealings  before  they  will  be  granted  hon- 
orable dismissal. 

With  certain  exceptions,  canvassing  the  student 
body  for  subscriptions  of  various  sorts  is  held  on 
Friday  evenings.  If  payment  is  not  made  at  the 
time  of  purchase,  it  is  expected  that  students  will 
clear  up  their  bills  by  the  middle  of  the  term.  Boys 
who  are  not  approached  by  canvassers  and  who 
wish  to  sign  up  for  any  service,  should  consult  the 
bulletin  boards  or  Miss  Whitehill  in  the  Registrar’s 
Office.  Complaints  about  unsatisfactory  service 
should  be  taken  up  with  the  agent  directly,  or  re- 
ported to  the  Bureau  of  Self  Help. 

There  are  a number  of  reasons  why  members  of 
the  student  body  should  deal  on  the  campus  only 
with  student  agents.  It  is  particularly  requested 
that  any  boy  who  finds  an  outside  salesman  in  the 
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dormitory  or  on  the  campus  report  him  imme- 
diately to  the  Registrar’s  Office. 

ATHLETICS 

THE  ATHLETIC  COUNCIL 

The  Athletic  Council  is  made  up  of  the  captains 
and  managers  of  all  the  branches  of  athletics  in 
school,  the  Undergraduate  Treasurer,  and  the 
Physical  Director.  Its  powers  are  purely  advisory; 
it  has  no  legislative  or  executive  power. 

THE  ADVISORY  BOARD 

The  Advisory  Board  is  composed  of  the  captains 
and  managers  of  major  sports,  the  Undergraduate 
Treasurer,  and  the  Physical  Director.  The  Advisory 
Board  has  the  power  of  appointing  cheer  leaders, 
the  Police  Force,  and  the  members  of  the  Open 
Door  Committee.  It  also  has  the  direction  of  all 
varsity  athletics. 

UNDERGRADUATE  TREASURER 

The  office  of  Undergraduate  Treasurer  is  held  by 
a Senior  or  a Non-Returning  Upper  Middler.  He  is 
appointed  by  the  Advisory  Board.  The  duties  of 
this  officer  are  to  act  as  secretary  of  the  Advisory 
Board  and  the  Athletic  Council,  and  to  be  general 
supervisor  of  all  matters  pertaining  to  varsity 
athletics.

GYM  TEST 

At  intervals  during  the  year  the  Physical  Director 
requires  each  member  of  the  student  body  to  take 
a gym  test.  The  test  consists  of  five  events:  the 
half-mile  run  (2:50),  the  100-yd.  swim,  the  high 
jump  (4  ft.  3 in.),  the  pole  climb  (18  ft.),  and  the 
thigh  flexion  (12).  The  test  is  marked  on  a basis 
of  100%,  each  event  counting  20%.  Anyone  secur- 
ing less  than  70%  in  the  Fall  Term  tests  is  obliged 
to  join  a special  gym  class  until  he  has  obtained  a 
passing  grade.  It  is  also  necessary  to  score  in  each 
event  to  attain  the  required  percentage.  Anyone 
obtaining  a mark  of  100%  is  automatically  ex- 
empted from  taking  further  tests  at  any  time. 

ANDOVER  ATHLETIC  PLAN 

There  are  four  classes  of  athletics  at  Andover: 

Junior,  Club,  Junior  Varsity,  and  Varsity.  For  all 
the  Juniors  there  is  a separate  organized  group 
called  Junior  Athletics.  Its  purpose  is  to  provide 
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sports  for  the  younger  boys  in  order  that  they  may 
compete  with  others  of  similar  physical  ability.  The 
plan  is  to  start  boys  in  Junior  Athletics  and  have 
them  work  their  way  up  to  the  Varsity. 

CLUB  ATHLETICS 

The  entire  student  body  is  divided  into  four 
clubs:  the  Romans,  Saxons,  Greeks,  and  Gauls.  At 
the  beginning  of  each  year  the  returning  members 
meet  and  elect  officers,  who  in  turn  divide  up  the 
new  boys.  Required  athletic  practice  for  boys  not 
on  varsity  or  J.  V.  squads  is  held  by  clubs,  and 
regular  contests  take  place  between  them  in  each 
sport  during  the  season.  AlbClub  teams  are  made 
up  in  most  sports.  These  teams  meet  the  Exeter 
All-Class  teams. 

JUNIOR  VARSITY  ATHLETICS 

In  certain  sports,  J.  V.  teams  are  made  up,  which 
meet  outside  schools  during  the  season. 

WINTER  SPORTS 

Those  who  sign  up  for  skiing  or  club  hockey  also 
sign  up  for  another  sport.  If  there  is  no  snow  or 
ice,  these  men  report  for  their  substitute  athletics. 

GOLF 

During  the  Spring  and  Fall  terms  golf  may  be 
taken  as  a sport.  The  squad  is  limited  in  size.  The 
fee  for  each  member  of  the  squad  is  $20  for  the 
term.  There  is  also  a moderate  transportation 
charge. 

RIDING 

Riding  may  be  taken  throughout  the  year  in  place 
of  any  assigned  athletics.  The  rates  are  $2  for  the 
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first  hour,  and  $1  for  each  following  hour.  Greatly 
reduced  rates  are  offered  to  those  wishing  to  sub- 
scribe for  the  term  or  season  tickets.  Students  may 
keep  their  own  horses  at  private  stables  on  Salem 
Street  without  any  extra  charge  except  for  board. 

POLO 

Polo  is  offered  to  the  student  body  as  a regular 
form  of  athletics.  It  may  be  played  during  the  Fall 
and  Spring  terms.  The  rates  are  $100  per  term, 
which  include  outfit,  pony,  etc.  Reduced  rates  are 
offered  to  those  who  wish  to  bring  their  own  horses 
to  school. 

POSTURE 

The  Athletic  department  provides  special  classes 
for  students  whose  posture  necessitates  prescribed 
exercises. 

INSIGNIA 

Major  A’s  are  awarded  to  members  of  the  Var- 
sity football,  baseball,  and  track  teams  who  par- 
ticipate in  the  Exeter  contest.  In  the  case  of  track, 
letters  are  awarded  only  to  those  who  score. 

Minor  A’s  are  awarded  to  members  of  the  Var- 
sity teams  other  than  football,  baseball,  and  track, 
who  engage  in  the  Exeter  meet. 

aAa’s  are  awarded  to  members  of  major  Varsity 
squads  who  do  not  receive  major  A’s  and  to  assist- 
ant managers  of  major  teams.  They  are  also 
awarded  to  those  members  of  the  J.  V.  team  who 
engage  in  the  Exeter  contest.  In  track  they  are 
awarded  to  members  of  the  Second  Team  who  score 
in  the  Exeter  meet. 
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The  Advisory  Board  may  vote  insignia  to  deserv- 
ing members  of  the  squad.  Managers  of  sports 
receive  letters  corresponding  to  members  of  the 
teams. 

Class  numerals  are  awarded  to  all  members  of 
winning  Club  teams,  members  of  All-Club  squads, 
minor  Varsity  squads  who  do  not  get  their  minor 
A’s,  members  of  second  track  teams  who  do  not 
score  in  the  Exeter  meet,  and  assistant  managers  of 
minor  sports.  To  earn  numerals  in  track  a com- 
petitor must  do  in  a numeral  meet  certain  specified 
times  or  distances  in  a special  event. 

ASSISTANT  MANAGERSHIPS 

Any  student  who  has  been  in  school  at  least  one 
year  may,  at  the  beginning  of  his  Upper  Middle 
year,  hand  in  his  name  to  the  Undergraduate 
Treasurer  in  competition  for  the  managership  of  a 
varsity  sport. 

These  names,  when  approved  by  the  Faculty  and 
Advisory  Board,  are  voted  on  by  the  old  men.  The 
eighteen  highest  choose,  according  to  the  number  of 
votes  they  secure,  the  sport  of  which  they  wish  to 
be  assistant  manager.  Thus  there  are  three  assistant 
managers  for  football  and  baseball,  and  two  for 
hockey,  basketball,  track,  soccer,  swimming,  and 
lacrosse.  At  the  end  of  the  season  the  assistant 
managers  are  voted  on  by  their  respective  teams, 
the  winner  becoming  manager  the  following  year. 
(In  football  and  baseball  preliminary  votes  are 
taken,  electing  two;  then  one  of  these  is  elected.) 
The  last  procedure  is  optional . 
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SENIOR  MANAGERSHIPS 

As  the  Varsity  sports  of  tennis  and  wrestling  and 
the  J.  V.  sport  of  football  require  no  assistant  man- 
agers, the  managers  of  these  three  sports  are  elected 
directly  from  the  student  body.  Candidates  nom- 
inate themselves  when  the  vacancies  are  announced 
by  the  Undergraduate  Treasurer.  All  are  elected 
from  the  Senior  class  at  the  beginning  of  each  year. 

Managers  of  fencing,  cross-country,  skiing,  golf, 
and  polo  are  chosen  from  the  team.  The  captain  of 
skiing  is  chosen  from  the  members  of  the  Outing 
Club. 


POINT  SYSTEM 

To  prevent  the  important  positions  in  or  con- 
nected with  extra-curricular  activities  from  falling 
into  the  hands  of  a few,  the  point  system  has  been 
adopted.  Major  positions  count  one  point,  minor 
positions  one-half  a point.  No  student  is  allowed 
to  exceed  two  points.  The  Student  Council  keeps  a 
record  of  the  points  held  by  each  student,  and, 
should  anyone  obtain  more  than  two-  points,  it  has 
the  right  to  remove  him  from  an  office.

NON-ATHLETIC  activities 

Directly  after  lunch  on  Mondays,  Tuesdays, 
Thursdays,  and  Fridays,  an  hour  wTill  be  set 
aside  during  which  boys  so  desiring  may  par- 
ticipate in  any  of  a large  number  of  non-athletic 
activities  such  as  those  concerned  with  publications, 
art,  printing,  music,  dramatics,  woodworking,  or 
other  hobbies  of  a more  individual  character  which 
have  faculty  approval.  During  this  period  the 
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regular  rules  for  study  hours  will  apply  for  boys 
not  participating  in  activities;  each  boy  may  make 
his  choice,  whether  to  use  the  hour  for  study  or 
for  some  hobby.  All  activities  are  open  to  all  boys, 
so  far  as  they  do  not  require  time  outside  the  activi- 
ties hour  and  so  far  as  spatial  accommodations 
allow.  For  a detailed  discussion  of  the  whole  ac- 
tivity program,  students  are  referred  to  the  pamph- 
let on  activities  sent  out  to  each  boy  before  the 
opening  of  school. 

ORGANIZATIONS 

STUDENT  COUNCIL 

This  Council  is  composed  of  14  members  of  the 
undergraduate  body.  All  members  are  chosen  by 
the  popular  vote  of  the  respective  classes  with  the 
exception  of  the  representatives  of  the  Junior  Class. 
The  latter  are  appointed  individually  by  the  House- 
masters of  Williams  Hall  and  Rockwell  House.  The 
Council  frequently  meets  with  the  Headmaster  to 
consider  matters  of  importance  to  the  student  body. 
It  also  conducts  tea  dances  on  Saturday  afternoons, 
and  is  in  charge  of  Student  elections. 

THE  OPEN  DOOR  COMMITTEE 

The  Open  Door  Committee  is  appointed  by  the 
Advisory  Board  each  term. 

The  work  of  this  committee  is  of  the  greatest  im- 
portance in  the  school  life  of  Andover.  It  serves 
as  a committee  of  hospitality;  it  corresponds  with 
the  visiting  athletic  teams  and  arranges  for  their 
meeting  in  Andover,  transportation  to  the  gymna- 
sium, and  such  entertainment  as  is  necessary. 
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P.  A.  POLICE 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  Police  Force  to  maintain 
order  at  athletic  contests  and  to  make  themselves 
generally  useful. 

CHEERLEADERS 

Andover  cheerleaders  are  appointed  each  term 
from  the  captains  and  managers  of  sports. 

PUBLICATIONS 

There  are  three  publications  in  the  school.  Com- 
petitions are  open  in  some  cases  to  all  members  of 
the  school,  except  Juniors,  in  others  to  members  of 
designated  classes.  Fall-term  competition  is  limited 
to  old  men  except  in  the  case  of  new  Seniors  in 
good  scholastic  standing  after  the  first  rating.  The 
experience  gained  in  these  competitions,  whether 
the  candidate  is  successful  or  not,  is  worth  the 
effort,  and  the  prestige  of  executive  positions  on 
the  boards  is  well  worth  trying  for.  Elections  in 
all  cases  depend  on  the  merit  of  the  competitors. 

All  elections  to  the  publication  boards  and  en- 
trance in  most  of  the  competitions  require  the 
consent  of  the  Faculty.  A satisfactory  grade  must 
be  maintained  for  a student  to  take  part  in  pub- 
lication activities. 

THE  P H I LL!  PI  AN 

The  Phillipian,  established  in  1878,  is  the  official 
newspaper  of  the  Academy  and  is  published  every 
Wednesday  and  Saturday  of  the  school  year. 

Its  staff  is  divided  into  two  boards:  the  Editorial 
Board,  which  takes  charge  of  the  purely  editorial 
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phase  of  the  publication,  and  the  Business  Board, 
which  has  charge  of  subscriptions,  circulation,  and 
advertisements.  Positions  on  either  board  are  ob- 
tained by  competition.  The  work  done  in  the  com- 
petition for  the  Editorial  Board  is  reporting,  to- 
gether with  certain  assigned  tasks.  The  type  of  work 
in  the  business  competitions  consists  in  obtaining 
advertisements  and  subscriptions,  and  in  taking 
charge  of  the  mailing  lists.  There  are  three  compe- 
titions during  the  year  for  both  the  editorial  and 
business  boards  of  the  paper,  each  competition  last- 
ing for  one  term.  The  first  competition  which  a 
new  man  may  enter  begins  during  the  Winter  term. 

The  Phillipian  offers  excellent  opportunities  for 
men  who  show  aptitude  either  for  business  or  for 
writing,  and  broadens  the  scope  of  one’s  school  life 
in  the  many  contacts  formed  during  the  period  of 
competition.  Many  undergraduates  who  are  not 
especially  proficient  in  athletics  find  it  a very  satis- 
factory sort  of  activity.  Editor-in-Chief,  N.  W.

THE  POT  POURRI 

The  Pot  Pourri  is  the  Academy  year  book,  pub- 
lished at  the  end  of  each  Spring  term.  It  contains 
pictures  of  all  Seniors  and  Non-Returning  Upper 
Middlers  and  group  pictures  of  all  school  organiza- 
tions. There  are  also  summaries  of  the  year’s 
activity  in  each  line  of  endeavor.  An  interesting 
feature  is  the  statistics  compiled  from  the  votes 
taken  by  the  Senior  class  concerning  its  estimation 
of  members  of  the  class,  members  of  the  Faculty, 
and  school  life.  Editor-in-Chief,  R.  T.  Stevens; 
Business  Manager,  G.  D.  Kittredge. 
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THE  MIRROR 

Devoted  to  the  literary  and  artistic  interests  of 
the  school,  The  Mirror  appears  three  times  during 
the  year.  Contributions  are  encouraged,  and  those 
whose  work  is  accepted  are  eligible  to  the  literary 
and  art  boards.  The  Business  Board  is  formed  of 
the  heelers  who  have  secured  the  greatest  number 
of  advertisements.  Competition  is  open  to  the  en- 
tire student  body  except  Juniors. 

DANCES 

Two  Proms  are  held  during  the  school  year,  one 
in  February  and  the  other  in  June.  The  February 
Prom,  called  the  Senior  Prom,  is  organized  and 
directed  by  a committee  elected  from  the  Senior 
Class.  On  the  afternoon  of  the  Prom  boys  and 
their  guests  are  received  by  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Fuess  at 
a tea  at  the  Headmaster’s  House.  The  June  Prom, 
called  the  Junior  Prom,  is  directed  by  a committee 
of  Upper  Middlers  and  given  in  honor  of  the  Senior 
Class.  On  the  afternoon  of  the  Prom,  Dr.  and  Mrs. 
Fuess  receive  boys  and  their  guests  at  a tea  dance 
in  the  Commons.  All  members  of  the  school  are 
privileged  to  attend  these  dances.  The  price  of  a 
Prom  ticket  is  five  dollars.  This  price  includes  the 
overnight  entertainment  of  invited  guests. 

In  addition  to  the  two  Proms  two  or  three  tea 
dances  are  held  each  term  under  the  direction  of 
the  Student  Council. 

At  all  school  dances  the  girls  are  the  guests  not 
only  of  the  boys  who  invite  them  but  also  of  the 
Headmaster  and  Mrs.  Fuess  and  of  the  Faculty  of 
Phillips  Academy.

present  regulations  regarding  the  approval  of  un- 
dergraduates.
